In  this  issue  we  offer  our  listing  of 
the  coins  of  Venezuela  and  think  it 
the  most  complete  ever  attempted.  A 
great  deal  of  the  information  we  owe  to 
a small  pamphlet  published  in  Caracas 
in  1906  — “Monedas  de  Venezuela, 
Guia  para  los  Coleccionistas  de  Ellas  ' 
by  Manuel  Landaeta  Rosales. 


In  April  1938  we  published  Mr. 
Alfred  Z.  Reed’s  historical  and  bio- 
graphical sketch  on  Andrew  Jackson. 
This  and  the  previous  sketches  were  an 
outgrowth  of  our  publication  of  a list 
of  medals  of  the  presidents  and  presi- 
dential candidates  based  on  the  Satterlee 
list  of  Civil  War  times.  Mr.  Reed  be- 
came so  interested  in  this  tabulation 
that  he  offered  to  do  the  historical  and 
biographical  articles  necessary  as  an  ex- 
planation to  the  types  of  the  medals  and 
tokens  but  due  to  various  reasons  his 
work  has  been  much  delayed  so  that 
it  is  only  now  that  we  are  able  to  offer 
his  contribution  on  Win.  H.  Harrison. 
As  the  history  of  this  period  is  of  such 
great  interest  to  American  numisma- 
tists we  feel  it  is  quite  necessary  to  re- 


produce the  plates  first  published  in 
1937.  While  the  entire  work  makes  a 
much  longer  contribution  than  it  is  our 
policy  to  publish  in  the  Journal  we 
think  that  the  importance  of  the  sub- 
ject warrants  it. 


We  wish  to  stress  the  fact  that  all 
coins  or  medals  described  in  the  Journal 
are  published  as  a guide  to  existing 
material  and  we  will  greatly  appreciate 
any  information  from  collectors  having 
unpublished  types  or  varieties.  This 
is  the  only  way  that  the  completeness 
so  much  desired  by  all  collectors  may 
be  acquired. 


We  have  been  most  fortunate  in 
having  secured  a splendid  introduction 
to  the  new  Coin  Collector  Series  No.  2 
The  Coins  of  Mexico — written  by 
Dr.  A.  F.  Prad  eau  of  Los  Angeles, 
whose  excellent  corpus  on  Mexican 
coins  published  in  1938  at  once  estab- 
lished him  as  the  greatest  authority  on 
that  series.

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Biographical  Notes  on  the  Presidents  of  the 

United  States 


By  ALFRED 

WILLIAM  HENRY  HARRISON 

William  Henry  Harrison,  oldest  in 
age  and  briefest  in  office  of  all  our 
Presidents,  was  born  February  9,  1773, 
on  a Virginia  plantation.  Although  the 
death  of  his  father  made  it  necessary 
for  him  to  leave  college,  his  family  con- 
nections were  sufficiently  influential  to 
secure  for  him,  first  a commission  in 
the  regular  army,  and  later  the  posts  of 
Secretary  and  Delegate  to  Congress  of 
the  Northwest  Territory,  and  Governor 
of  Indiana  Territory.  Rejoining  the 
regular  army  with  the  rank  of  Brigadier 
General,  he  cleaned  out  a nest  of 
Indians  in  the  Battle  of  Tippecanoe,1 
November  7,  1811.  After  the  outbreak 
of  war  with  England  he  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  Major  General.  In  May 
and  July,  1813,  he  successfully  defended 
Fort  Meigs,2  and  on  October  5 of  the 
same  year  he  won  a decisive  victory 
over  the  British  and  their  Indian  allies 
in  the  Battle  of  the  Thames,3  freeing 
Detroit.  The  following  May,  however, 
he  resigned  his  commission  because  of 
friction  with  the  War  Department. 
Andrew  Jackson's  appointment  to  the 
resultant  vacancy  in  the  rank  of  Major 
General  was  followed  by  the  glorious 
Battle  of  New  Orleans  and  the  award- 
ing of  a medal  by  Resolution  of  Con- 
gress in  181 5.4  Harrison's  friends  se- 
cured for  him  similar  recognition  of  his 
Thames  victory,  but  not  until  April  4, 
1818, 5 and  then  only  by  dividing  honors 
with  Governor  Shelby  of  Kentucky.  Har- 
rison was  in  Congress  at  the  time  as 
Representative  from  Ohio,  where  he  had 
acquired  a farm  at  North  Bend,  near 
Cincinnati.0  These  congressional  ma- 
noeuvres meant  that  he  had  definitely 
embarked  upon  a political  career,  emu- 
lating Jackson  but  in  the  conservative 
camp. 

In  1825,  Harrison  was  elected  to  the

United  States  Senate  where  he  suc- 
ceeded Jackson  as  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Military  Affairs.  An  ad- 
herent of  Adams  and  Clay,  he  served 
a brief  term  as  Minister  to  Columbia, 
and  supported  their  unsuccessful  can- 
didacies against  Jackson  in  1828  and 
1832.  After  the  collapse  of  Clay's  Na- 
tional Republican  party,  the  new  Whig 
opposition  held  no  national  nominating 
convention  in  1836,  but  in  the  election 
Harrison  received  a larger  number  of 
electoral  votes  than  all  the  other  anti- 
Van  Buren  candidates  combined.  Clay, 
who  did  not  run  this  year,  hoped  to 
secure  the  nomination  for  the  following 
election,  but  at  the  convention  held  in 
Harrisburg  December  4,  1839,  he  was 
defeated  by  Harrison’s  astute  political 
manager,  Thurlow  Weed  of  New  York, 
assisted  by  Daniel  Webster. 

The  campaign  of  1840  was  highly 
emotional.  Harrison,  unlike  Van  Buren, 
had  not  been  financially  successful.  His 
residence  at  North  Bend  was  unpreten- 
tious, and  although  not  literally  a Log 
Cabin  was  given  that  name  by  its 
owner.7  Cider  was  the  drink  commonly 
served  to  visiting  political  adherents.3 
In  December,  1839,  a Democratic  news- 
paper injudiciously  ridiculed  the  choice 
of  the  Whig  convention  on  these 
grounds.9  An  alert  Whig  politician  saw 
his  opportunity,  and  at  a ratification 
meeting  held  in  Harrisburq  January  20, 
1840,  he  displayed  a transoarency  pic- 
turing a loq  cabin.  The  idea  caught 
on.  At  the  Ohio  State  convention  held 
February  21,  the  procession  included  a 
log  cabin  on  wheels,  loaded  with  cam- 
paign singers.  Similar  features  marked 
the  Youna  Men's  Harrison  Convention 
held  at  Baltimore  simultaneously  with  the 
Democratic  National  Convention,  May 
4. 10  Soon, 

"loq  cabins  were  everywhere;  in 

parlor  pictures;  in  shop  windows; 
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worked  in  jewelry;  hung  to  watch 
chains;  displayed  on  harness,  and 
worn  pendant  from  the  ears  of 
patriotic  dames  and  damsels." 5 6 7 8 9 *  11 * * 
A majority  of  the  Harrison  pieces  show 
on  the  reverse  an  apocryphal  log  cabin1” 
with  a cider  barrel  at  its  side.1,1  Almost 
the  only  serious  note  in  the  campaign 
was  sounded  September  10,  when  a 
mass  meeting  held  under  the  still  un- 
completed Bunker  Hill  monument14  en- 
dorsed a statement  of  Whig  principles 
prepared  by  Daniel  Webster. 

In  the  election  a huge  majority  of 
the  voters  "sent  Van  Buren  up  Sal4 
River."15 *  Like  Belshazzar,  his  political 
party  had  been  weighed  in  the  balances 
and  found  wanting. "1(’  On  March  4, 
1841,  Harrison,  six  years  older  than  the 
biblical  character  with  whom,  he  was 
compared,  "took  the  kingdom"17  which 
he  had  so  long  coveted.  Precisely  one 
month  later  he  died.

The  Antiquarian  and  General 
Review,  vol.  3,  p.  75  (March,  1847),  a more  nearly 
contemporary  explanation.  “Salt  River,  Kentucky, 
is  a crooked  stream  with  a strong  current,  and  before 
its  navigation  was  improved,  a hard,  unpleasant  and 
difficult  stream  to  navigate.  Hence  boatmen  would 
joke  their  comrades  with  ‘rowing  them  up  Salt  River’, 
especially  if  one  got  ‘awfully  whipped’  in  a ‘clinch 
or  a fight’.  Now-a-days  defeated  politicians  get 
‘rowed  up  Salt  River’.”

DATES  AND  ORDER  OF  HARRISON 

PIECES 

Th  ere  was  no  real  contest  in  1836. 
The  only  piece  which  was  certainly  is- 
sued before  1840  is  the  original  Con- 
gressional medal,  S.67.  Most  of  the 
others  are  certainly  later,  being  dated 
1840  or  1841,  or  showing  log  cabins 
or  references  to  Bunker  Hill.  A few 
(S.94,  95,  97,  "C",  "D")  are  of  doubtful 
date,  but  are  probably  late.  On  the 
other  hand  S.80  (80-1/2,  81),  a reduced 
copy  of  the  Congressional  medal,  dif- 
fers in  size  from  all  the  other  pieces, 
and  I think  was  quite  probably  issued 
in  support  of  Harrison  s political  ambi- 
tions in  1836,  or  even  earlier. 
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ROMAN  COINS

JULIUS  CAESAR— DICTATOR 


The  power  invested  in  Caesar  as 
Dictator  was  as  absolute  and  as  irre- 
sponsible  as  that  wielded  by  his  pres- 
ent-day counterparts.  The  office  of 
Dictator,  as  old  as  the  Republic  itself, 
had  been  invoked  but  sparingly  in  the 
early  days  of  Rome,  having  been  re- 
served for  times  of  national  emergency. 
In  BC  49  such  a state  of  emergency 
arose  and  the  resultant  threat  to  the 
existence  of  the  Republic  brought  about 
Caesar’s  nomination  as  dictator.  Civil 
war  had  broken  out  between  the  fac- 
tions led  by  Caesar  and  Pompey.  The 
latter  and  his  partizans,  including  a 
majority  of  the  Senators  and  both  of 
the  regularly  elected  consuls,  had 
fled  Italy.  Constitutional  government 
ceased  to  function  with  the  flight  of  the 
consuls  for  they  were  the  chief  magis- 
trates of  the  Republic,  holding  politi- 
cal powers  not  unlike  those  of  the  an- 
cient Kings  of  Rome.  By  virtue  of  a 
special  law  passed  at  his  instigation, 
Caesar  was  elevated  to  the  office  of 
dictator  so  that  he  might  restore  order 
and  bring  about  a resumption  of  con- 
stitutional government.  As  dictator, 
he  presided  over  the  elections  which 
preceded  the  organization  of  legal  gov- 
ernment and  through  this  means  he 
was  able  to  influence  the  electorate  in 
such  a manner  as  to  effect  his  own  elec- 
tion as  consul.  Having  secured  the 
office,  and  with  it,  constitutional  posi- 
tion indispensable  for  the  impending 
conflict,  Caesar  resigned  his  dictator- 
ship after  having  exercised  its  powers 
for  only  eleven  days.  When  news  of 


Pompey’s  defeat  at  Pharsalia  (BC  48) 
reached  Rome,  Caesar  was  again  raised 
to  the  office  of  dictator.  Contrary  to 
previous  practice,  his  term  of  office 
was  not  limited  to  a fixed  period  of 
months  and  in  addition,  his  functions 
covered  a wider  field  than  those  of  the 
historical  dictator.  Subsequently  he 
was  consul  for  the  third  time  in  BC  46 
and  thereafter  renewed  yearly  his 
tenure  of  the  offices  of  dictator  and 
consul.  By  virtue  of  these,  and  other 
offices  and  powers  conferred  upon  him 
from  time  to  time,  he  was  absolute  mas- 
ter of  Rome,  an  autocratic  sovereign 
in  all  but  name.  While  no  numismatic 
records  exist  of  Caesar’s  first  dictator- 
ship, through  the  medium  of  his  coins 
we  can  trace  his  progress  through  his 
second,  third  and  fourth  dictatures,  and 
his  final  assumption  in  BC  44  of  the 
title  of  Dictator  Perpetuo.  Caesar  was 
five  times  consul,  the  first  time  being 
in  BC  59.  The  title  however,  is  applied 
to  him  on  his  coins  only  for  his  second, 
third  and  fifth  renewals  of  the  office. 
Many  of  the  coins  of  Caesar  were 
struck  by  him  in  his  capacity  as  dic- 
tator or  consul  and  bear  only  his  name 
as  the  authority  for  the  issue.  Others 
are  signed  by  the  regular  moneyers  of 
the  mint  of  Rome  or  by  proconsuls  or 
other  legates  charged  with  the  responsi- 
bility for  special  issues.  The  coins 
dating  prior  to  BC  44  do  not  bear  the 
likeness  of  Caesar,  as  the  right  of  por- 
traiture on  the  coinage  was  not  granted 
him  until  that  year.

VIA  CONDER  TOKENS 

By  H.  R.  STEPHENS 


Leaving  Anglesey  we  cross  the  straits 
of  Menai  and  enter  North  Wales 
through  Carnarvonshire.  This  county 
is  largely  mountainous  and  has  within 
its  coniines  many  fine  old  castles;  the 
earlier  ones  being  located  at  Deganwy, 
Dinorwic  and  Dinas  Dinnlle,  the  more 
recent  being  at  Conwy,  Carnarvon, 
Criccieth  and  Dolbadarn.  The  large 
number  of  fortified  castles  bear  wit' 
ness  to  the  warlike  character  of  the 
early  inhabitants  of  this  district.  Uiv 
fortunately  there  are  no  tokens  to  coni' 
memorate  these  fine  antiquities,  but  a 
single  one  being  struck  in  the  county, 
and  that  as  an  advertisement  of  one 
S.  Roberts,  Ironmonger  of  Bangor. 

After  visiting  most  of  the  localities 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph 
we  leave  Carnarvonshire  and  travel 
south  to  Carmarthenshire.  This  county 
is  one  of  the  southern  tier,  originally 
forming  part  of  the  lands  of  the 
Dimetae  who  were  conquered  by  the 
Romans.  The  Romans  built  military 
roads  and  a town  known  as  Maridunum. 
After  their  retirement  this  fortified  town 
became  known  as  Caerfyrddin,  angli' 
cffecl  into  Carmarthen,  which  subse- 
quently became  the  name  of  the  entire 
county.  This  shire  contains  many 
medieval  castles,  the  most  important  of 
which  are  Kidwelly,  Laugharne,  Liam 
stephan  (a  fine  structure  of  the  12th 
century  located  on  a hill  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Towy),  Carreg  Cennen,  an  inm 
posing  Norman  fortress  not  far  from 
Llandilo,  and  Dynevor  Castle  the  an- 
cient seat  of  Welsh  royalty.  It  is 
strange  that  containing  so  many  beam 
tiful  memorials  of  ancient  times  that 


there  were  no  tokens  struck  to  com' 
memorate  them.  The  only  token  at' 
tributed  direct  to  Carmarthen  is  (152' 
153)  showing  John  Morgan’s  ironworks 
at  Carmarthen.  Several  varieties  of 
this  token  are  known  to  exist. 

After  spending  considerable  time  in 
Carmarthenshire  admiring  the  many 
wondrous  medieval  ruins,  we  again 
continue  our  journey  south  and  east  to 
Glamorganshire. 

Glamorganshire  according  to  Welsh 
traditions  is  the  first  home  of  Chris' 
tianity,  the  town  of  Llandaff  being  the 
earliest  bishopric  in  Britain.  The  names 
of  three  reputed  missionaries  of  the 
2nd  century  are  preserved  in  the  names 
of  parishes  in  south  Glamorgan.  This 
county,  like  its  neighbor  Carmarthen' 
shire,  contains  within  its  boundaries  an 
exceptionally  large  number  of  ancient 
castles  and  several  important  monastic 
ruins.  The  finest  of  the  ancient  castles 
is  that  at  Caerphilly.  Others  almost 
equally  as  interesting  are  located  at 
Oystermouth,  Coity,  Llanblethian,  Pen' 
nard  and  Swansea.  Our  minds  and  eyes 
filled  with  ancient  Welsh  names  and 
ruined  structures,  we  turn  our  thoughts 
to  the  restored  castles,  several  of  which 
are  included  in  our  tour.  That  at  St. 
Donat’s  is  the  most  complete  edifice 
built  for  defense;  while  that  at  Cardiff 
is  the  residence  of  the  marquess  of 
Bute.  Others  are  St.  Fagan’s,  Dunraven, 
Fanmon  and  Penrice.  Among  other 
interesting  buildings  is  that  located  at 
Cowbridge  — a grammar  school  dating 
back  to  the  12th  or  13th  century,  and 
a similar  building  located  at  Swansea 
founded  in  1682  by  Bishop  Gore.  Of 
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the  two  tokens  illustrated  (Nos.  154' 
155)  and  (Nos.  1 5 6- 157)  the  first  is  the 
only  one  of  the  series  bearing  an  inscrip' 
tion  in  the  Welsh  language. 

The  greater  part  of  the  remaining 
tokens  of  this  series  assigned  to  Wales 
are  divided  into  two  divisions — South 
Wales  and  North  Wales.  The  South 
Wales  group  is  comprised  entirely  of 


farthings,  two  varieties  of  which  are 
illustrated  (Nos.  158T60).  The  tokens 
of  North  Wales  are  more  numerous, 
quite  a number  bearing  a marked  re' 
semblance  to  those  of  Anglesey.  Of 
the  pieces  which  have  been  indicated 
as  being  from  the  north  of  Wales  (No. 
161  to  No.  167)  are  fairly  representa' 
tive  ones.

BOOK  REVIEWS

The  Origin  and  Development  of  Chinese 
Money,  by  Harry  Glanthe.  Shanghai, 
1939,  cloth.  Tl.C.  $8.00,  $2.00. 

The  serial  of  the  above  title  which 
has  been  running  in  the  pages  of  the 
China  Journal  since  February  1939,  has 
now  been  issued  in  a more  permanent 
form,  as  a cloth-bound  volume  of  46 
pages  of  text  and  43  plates,  supple- 
mented by  an  index  and  a short  bibliog- 
raphy which  were  not  published  in  the 
magazine. 

Over  two  thousand  coins  are  illus- 
trated and  attributed  to  appropriate 
dates,  sovereigns,  or  historical  periods. 
A list  of  the  inscriptions  found  on 
Chinese  cash  is  given,  arranged  by  the 
number  of  strokes  used  in  writing  the 
top  character,  together  with  the  Ro- 
manization  of  all  the  characters  com- 
prising the  inscriptions;  the  period  of 
issue  and  dynasty,  in  the  case  of  the 
earliest  inscribed  coins;  and  the  reign 
in  the  case  of  coins  issued  since  666 
A.D.,  where  they  are  known. 

While  the  author  disclaims  in  the 
foreword  any  pretense  that  it  is  a com- 
prehensive study  of  Chinese  numis- 
matics, in  his  striving  for  briefness  he 
has,  it  seems,  overstepped  himself.  So 
much  so  that  in  listing  the  Yang  collec- 
tion, from  which  the  plates  are  taken, 
he  has  left  several  pages  of  Ch’ing 

dynasty  ffi  ft  text  about  one-third 
blank  paper,  when  the  space  might  well 
have  been  used  for  the  Romanization  of 
the  names  of  the  mints  or  provinces 


which  issued  the  coins.  The  nien  hao  of 
the  various  emperors  might  well  have 
been  listed,  as  their  reigns  are  more 
popularly  known  by  these  designations 
than  by  their  personal  names,  which  are 
a matter  of  abstract  interest  and  are 
seldom  even  known  to  coin  collectors, 
as  they  never  appear  on  the  coins  them- 
selves, whereas  the  titles  of  the  reigns 
are  frequently  found  on  them  and  are 
the  criteria  whereby  most  numismatists 
identify  the  periods  of  issue. 

The  plates  of  the  Yang  collection  will 
be  of  interest  to  the  occidental  because 
they  show  the  manner  in  which  many 
Chinese  collectors  house  their  collections 
on  cards  with  depressions  in  which  the 
coins  lit,  with  appropriate  characters 
besides  them.  It  would  seem  that  this 
method  would  tend  to  “freeze”  the  col- 
lection so  as  to  discourage  additions, 
because  of  the  trouble  and  labor  in- 
volved in  changing  the  arrangement. 
This  is,  perhaps,  the  reason  why  some 
of  the  series  are  so  meagerly  represented, 

as  for  instance  the  Hsien  FengM^  if 
period,  which  is  illustrated  by  13 
coins  all  of  a size,  when  it  might  have 
been  extended  to  a hundred  major 
varieties  ranging  from  the  regular  ch'ien 

to  the  larger  pieces  about  three 
inches  in  diameter,  of  the  inflationary 
period  of  the  Tai  Ping  yk  ¥ 
rebellion. 

It  is  stated  that  “Of  the  ‘flying- 
money1  unfortunately  no  note  has  been 
preserved,  and  we  do  not  even  possess 
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a picture  of  one.”1 2  This  is  fortunately 
wide  of  the  truth,  as  almost  sixty  years 
ago  the  great  sinologist,  Terrien  de 
Lacouperie,  published  a description  of 

these  fei  ch'ien  jit  m in  the  js[umis' 

matic  Chronicler  and  illustrated  it  with 
a cut  of  a specimen.  The  legend  on  that 
unique  specimen,  which  Lacouperie  had 
before  him,  was  T’ang  Kwan  Tung  Pao 

is  it  m and  was  attributed  to 

“about  807  A.D.,”  an  era  which  is 
omitted  from  the  present  description  of 
the  state  of  the  currency  in  ancient  times. 
The  writer  has  gone  to  some  trouble  to 
endeavor  to  locate  the  present  where' 
abouts  of  this  specimen,  which  Lacom 
pene  stated  was  in  England,  but  the 
results  have  been  wholly  negative.  The 
only  pertinent  fact  so  far  learned  is 
that  it  is  not  in  the  British  Museum. 
Should  this  paragraph  come  to  the  at' 
tention  of  any  curator  or  collector  who 
knows  the  location  of  this  unique  item, 
it  is  hoped  he  will  communicate  with 
the  writer. 

The  bibliography  is  inadequate,  as  the 
reader  would  scarcely  know  where  to 
look  for  some  of  the  more  obscure 
references.  The  function  of  a bibli' 
ography  should  be  to  give  the  reader 
full  information  relative  to  the  material 
published  elsewhere  which  the  author 
used  in  the  preparation  of  his  book,  in 
case  one  should  care  to  further  investi' 
gate  the  matter.  The  bare  names  of 
authors  and  titles  of  books  known  to  the 
author  is  not  a bibliography. 

A number  of  typographical  errors 
which  appeared  in  the  serial  are  still  in 
the  text.  While  such  errors  may  be 
excusable  in  a magazine  where  there 
may  have  been  some  haste  in  meeting  a 
publication  date,  their  recurrence  in  the 
more  permanent  form  of  a book  seems 
inexcusable.

Early  in  1939  Mr.  Tsiang  published  a 
very  small  edition  of  ink  rubbings  of 
the  silver  coins  comprising  his  magnifi' 
cent  collection,  consisting  of  about  six 
hundred  different  types.  The  publica' 
tion  was  issued  in  eight  clman  bound  in 
Chinese  style,  one  coin  to  the  folio  page, 
showing  obverse  and  reverse.  This 
work  is  the  most  important  and  out' 
standing  contribution  to  a systematic 
knowledge  of  the  silver  coins  of  China 
which  has  been  issued  in  many  years. 
Having  obtained  a set  while  in  Shanghai 
last  year,  the  writer  recognized  at  once 
that  the  present  volume  is  also  based  on 
this  collection,  and  takes  pleasure  in 
recommending  it  to  all  collectors  of  the 
coins  of  China  as  a valuable  handbook 
of  the  issues  enumerated  in  the  title. 

It  is  written  in  Chinese  and  English, 
and  while  the  latter  portion  may  seem 
stilted  to  the  reader  who  understands 
only  that  language  it  is  presumed  that 
the  Chinese  text  leaves  little  to  be  de' 
sired  by  one  proficient  in  that  language. 
It  is  believed  that  the  compiler  has  been 
too  brief  in  his  descriptions,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  present  edition  will  be 
such  a success  that  a more  ample  and 
properly  edited  new  edition  will  be 
forthcoming  soon.  However  much  the 
text  may  be  lacking,  the  illustrations,  of 
which  there  are  almost  six  hundred, 
leave  very  little  to  be  desired.  No  at' 
tempt  has  been  made  to  include  the 
minor  die  varieties  of  the  provincial 
mints  which  are  so  plentiful  in  the  issues 
of  all  of  the  provinces,  but  all  the  prim 
cipal  regularly  issued  types  are  figured. 
A fair  idea  of  the  simplification  of  this 
work  is  indicated  by  the  statements  that 
there  are  more  than  eight  hundred  dif' 
ferent  varieties  of  the  Kirin  coins,  and 
that  over  one  thousand  different  die 
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varieties  are  known  in  the  coinage  of 
Sinkiang. 


However,  there  are  a number  ol 
things  in  the  text  which  seem  to  be 
obscure  and  which  call  for  elucidation; 
as  for  instance  the  Romanffiation  of  the 
Chinese  characters  on  the  Kuang  Hsu

which  is  found 


on  some  of  the  coins  of  this  mint,  ap- 
pears  to  mystify  the  author,  who  seems 
unable  to  determine  if  it  or  the  charac- 


ter tao  . which  is  found  on  some 

of  these  coins,  is  the  correct  one.1  It 
is  believed  that  the  use  of  the  first- 
named  character  was  determined  to  be 
an  error,  as  it  does  not  seem  that  any  of 
its  several  meanings  are  applicable  to 
this  usage,  whereas  the  character  tao 
is  used  to  convey  the  idea  of  2;one  or 
region,  making  its  use  with  those  mean 
ing  Kashgar  quite  appropriate. 


Occidentals  will  be  likewise  unable 
to  recognise  the  designation  “ Ou'Chen " 
or  connect  it  with  any  known  locality  in 
Sinkiang.  The  coins  stated  to  have 
been  minted  there  were  produced  in 

A\osu  (ffij  or  Wensuh  hm.  ft! 

The  character  below  H is  ch' eng  M i 
which  means  provincial  capital.  Little 
difficulty  will  be  encountered  in  identi- 
fying “ Diwah " with  the  capital  city  of 

Sinkiang,  Tihwa  'f  ' or  Urmtsi. 

Anyone  conversant  with  Arabic  will 
not  have  any  difficulty  whatsoever 
with  these  series,  as  they  are  all  more 
plainly  marked  in  Arabic  characters  on 
the  reverse  with  the  names  of  the  mints 
from  which  they  were  issued. 

With  the  exception  of  the  coins  fig- 
ured on  pages  220  to  225,  and  an  occa- 
sional one  elsewhere  in  the  volume,  all 
of  the  specimens  figured  and  described 
were  actually  issued  for  circulation  as 
money.  The  so-called  “medallions,” 
which  have  been  manufactured  and  sold 


to  tourists  and  collectors  in  large  num- 
bers, and  which  are  mainly  fanciful 
creations  of  their  makers  who  were 
sometimes  officials  and  craftsmen  in  the 
government  mints,  have  been  almost  en- 
tirely excluded  from  this  volume.  One 
is  almost  safe  in  saying  that  if  a coin  is 
not  figured  in  this  volume  it  is  not  a 
regularly  issued  coin.  Several  of  the 
illustrations  appear  in  various  degrees  of 
inversion,  which  should  be  rectified  if 
the  book  is  ever  reprinted.  There  are 
also  a number  of  typographical  errors 
in  the  English  text  which  should  be  cor- 
rected. The  most  outstanding  appears 
near  the  foot  of  page  252,  where  “Aus- 
tralia” is  given  when  Austria  was 
meant.  Some  of  the  remarks  on  the 
scarcity  of  certain  of  the  pieces  are 
naive  to  say  the  least,  and  sometimes  to 
the  point  of  amusement.  In  this  par- 
ticular, this  is  one  volume  on  numis- 
matics which  cannot  be  considered  as 
dry  as  dust.

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CANADIAN  COIN  NOTES 

Edited  by  J.  DOUGLAS  FERGUSON 


Perhaps  the  most  popular  series  of 
Canadian  tokens  is  the  BOQUET 
SOUS.  Examples  of  them  are  given 
under  Raymond’s  Numbers  59  to  66. 

Dr.  Courteau  in  1908  published  the 
authoritative  work  on  this  subject  and 
listed  some  73  varieties.  Following  pub' 
lication  of  his  work  at  least  four  other 
varieties  have  been  noted  two  of  which 
are  varieties  in  metal.  For  instance, 
Courteau’s  No.  49  is  known  to  have 
been  struck  in  lead  and  Courteau’s  No. 
54  in  nickel.  The  latter  item  is  now  in 
my  collection  having  at  one  time  been 
a part  of  the  Gravel  cabinet. 

Dr.  Courteau’s  work  is  well  illus- 
trated and  the  descriptions  are  very 
clear.  It  makes  an  ideal  series  for  any- 
one to  work  on  as  quite  a number  of 
the  common  varieties  may  be  secured 
for  very  little,  while  some  of  the  rarer 
specimens  are  unique. 

The  most  prized  specimen  of  all  is 
Raymond’s  No.  61. 


The  only  sales  record  that  I have  oi 
this  example  was  where  it  was  pur- 
chased from  the  Wilson  sale  by  that 
great  Canadian  authority  on  Numis- 
matics, L.  A.  Renaud  for  $210.00.  It 
is  today  easily  worth  the  $225.00  as 
quoted  in  Raymond’s  catalogue. 

Another  extreme  rarity  in  this  series 
is  Dr.  Courteau’s  No.  30.  It  is  Breton’s 


No.  703  and  is  not  illustrated  in  Ray- 
mond’s “COINS  AND  TOKENS  OF 
CANADA.’’  It  was  purchased  by  Dr. 
L.  A.  Langstroth  in  the  Wilson  sale 
for  $120.00. 

Not  only  are  all  these  tokens  well 
struck  but  they  have  an  extremely  in- 
teresting, historical  background.  In  the 
early  days  of  the  19th  century,  French 
and  English  Canadians  alike,  while  very 
loyal  to  the  Empire,  felt  that  the  aver- 
age family  was  being  excluded  from 
public  office  and  that  only  friends  of 
the  Governors  were  receiving  these  re- 
munerative posts.  This  led  to  a rebel- 
lion in  both  Upper  and  Lower  Canada 
in  1837  which  brought  responsible  Gov- 
ernment to  Canada. 

In  Lower  Canada,  the  French  speak- 
ing citizens  divided  themselves  into  two 
factions  — the  one  party  supporting  the 
Government  and  the  “Patriotes”  whose 
aim  it  was  to  have  a Government  re- 
sponsible to  the  people.  In  1837  a large 
meeting  of  the  “Patriotes’’  was  held  at 
St.  Charles,  Quebec.  Resolutions  were 
passed  at  this  meeting  by  which  all 
agreed  not  to  buy  any  goods  produced 
or  manufactured  in  Great  Britain  and 
to  confine  themselves  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible to  Canadian  goods  and  produce. 


As  a result  of  this  British  coins  and 
currency  were  rejected  by  these  people. 
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This  led  to  the  issuance  by  Banks,  as' 
sociations  and  responsible  merchants 
of  the  ”Boquet  Sous”  and  various  types 
of  paper  money.  Many  of  these  ”Bo' 
quet  Sous”  were  coined  in  the  United 
States  to  Canadian  order. 

While  some  of  the  differences  are 
very  striking  a convenient  way  to  clas' 
sify  them  is  by  the  number  of  leaves  in 
the  wreath  grouping  all  with  40,  32,  21, 
20,  18,  17  and  16  leaves  together.  Then 
by  noting  the  number  of  shamrocks  in 


the  boquet  and  their  position  and  by 
noting  the  ribbon  binding  the  boquet 
it  is  very  simple  to  classify  all  the 

varieties. 

• 

The  boquet  was  a particularly  suit' 
able  emblem  to  have  on  these  tokens 
of  this  period.  The  rose  signified  those 
of  English  extraction;  the  thistle  the 
Scotch;  the  shamrock  the  Irish  and  the 
wheat  and  the  maple  leaves,  the  French 
Canadians,  all  joined  together  in  the 
formation  of  a great  new  Nation.
